It is now generally understood, and has 
been aiiqily proved, that all kind.s of 
grapes can he .successfully cultivated in 
this clim.ate and on onr peculiar soil. T'he 
raisin of commerce rc'inires the ri.ght sort 
of vim s ; a kiml that |U'odnces that variety 
of grapes whieli contains a barge quantity 
of the sng.aror saecharino principle. Then 
it is es.scnti.'il that they he timely and care¬ 
fully phieked, properly cleaned from im¬ 
perfect or had grapes, properly dried and 
neatly packed in boxes. The yield of 
grapes in this country is .so prolific, and 
the quality of the atinos]diere is so free 
fi'om hiimi'Iity. that the peculiar grape 
rcpiired for the manufacture of raisins 
would derive an ad'lition.al ll.-ivor and 
sweetness when cultivated here. This idea 
may at this early period apjicar visionary, 
hut the time is rapidly approaching when 
(qicrations still more surprising will he 
sncceS'fnlly carried out. 'I'lie pro.Inets ami 
manufacture of t'aliforiua are yet in their 
iiifaney, an.I we make no question that 
I the im.st of ns will live to sec the raisin of 
1 the I’acilic take the ascendancy over that 
ot .Malaga, Smyrna or any of the favored 
and gciii.'il sh'ii'cs of .Mediterranean. Mark 
the prophecy .';n 1 wait triistin.gly for the 
day of its fuiliilnicnt.—.S. /’. h'/e/.c.
